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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS:

notch of the blade for restricting moving direction of the blade, 
the blade sea being provided with an engaging block 
corresptinding to the engaging notch of the blade for inserting 
therein, whereby when the blade seat^ls'^^^the blade is 
driven to extend out of an exirafcfront end of the main body, 
the main body being provided with a press button for pushing 
the engaging t lock to disengage from the engaging notch of 
the blade, whereby the blade can be drawn out and replaced,
